AGREE ON QCAIIANTINE 


WASHINGTON, June 9 — The con- 


ferees of the two houses of Congress 
on the so-called national quarantine 
bill reached an agreement today by 
striking out section seven of the bilj, 
which took away from a state the 
authority to stop trains in interstate

fact and argument. Noth- 


ing could be more serious, surely, than "The 
Jungle," the novel which 'staggered the Beef 
Trust infinitely more than the elaborate prosecu- 
tion undertaken by the government. 


The greatest book which has come into my 


hands of late is not fiction, nor is it, primarily, a 
work upon economics. It is profoundly relig- 
ious; hence, appropriate for discussion in a Sun- 
day newspaper. Furthermore, it has a very di- 
rect relation to the movement for political and 
social betterment in Nevada which has been 
broached in The Journal and which will, perhaps, 
become a prominent feature of 'future 
cam- 


paigns. 


The book referred to is entitled ''Man, the So- 


cial Creator," and its publication occurs three 
years subsequent to the death of its author, Henry 
Demarest Lloyd. Years ago Mr. Lloyd entered 
the lists -as a champion of humanity in what he 
forsaw would be a tremendous struggle with 
organized capital. 
His first book, 
"Wealth 


Against Commonwealth," was an arraignment 
of Standard Oil, and it literally challenged the 
attention of the world. Himself a man of large 
means, fine culture, and recognized ability, such 
an attack from such a source could.not be dismiss- 
ed as the raving of the discontented. Next, he 
made a painstaking study'of industrial-co-opera- 
tion in Great Britain and gave us the results in a 
book'entitled, '''Labor £o-PartncrshipXThen;he 
went to New Zealand and, brought'back the facts j 
about the very advanced institutions "of that Col-j 


ony. The story was told in two books, "Newest 
England" and "A Country Without Strikes." 


Why did Mr. Lloyd devote his life and for- 


tune to the 'study of the trust system, British co- 
operation, and New Zealand statesmanship? Not 
merely to write literature, nor yet to equip.him- 
self for the work of .a reformer. He .did so be- 
cause he was interested in the religion of the fu- 
ture, and regarded these .various governmental 
and co-operative experiments ,"as.-tli*«raest- sig- 
nificant and tangible evidence.of a coming.relig- 
ion." 


He believed that the church of the future will 


be the Church of the Deed—-"love, the religion; 
wok, 
the worship; humanity, the congregation, 


the Golden Rule, the creed." And he saw.this 
church' gradually developing in the evolution of 
business and politics throughout the world. . .AJ] 
his other'works were merely preparatory for the 
great message which he has bequeathed to the 
world in this posthumous work, "Men, the Social 
Creator." 
: 


It seems to me it is the biggest message we 


have had since Emerson and Walt Whitman 
Charged with the same divine fire and human 
love, it is surpassingly valuable in this—it gives 
us a clear interpretation of history, of current 
events, and of present tendencies, showing thai 
the philosophy of Jesus is in absolute accord with 
such progress as we have made and as we must 
inevitably make in the future. 


This is accomplished, of course, by finding 


the great laws of human progress, beginning with 
"the discovery of social love." Love is a natural 
force, developing as certainly by the contact of 
men with each other as heat or electricity by the 
friction of matter.

Next, Mr. Lloyd tells us that '^all'social prog- 


ress is religious." The acceptance'of'this idea 
involves a very literal application'of the saying. 
"As ye have done it unto the least1 of these, my 
brethren, ye. have done it unto me." 
In this 


view allithe/great steps of progress which make 
in the end':for better conditions, .of dfe'for the 
multitude—even such steps as are represented by 


learning from the trusts—are essentially relig- 
ious. We can see this truth more plainly when 
we contemplate such things as our school.'system 
our postal service, pur national irrigation works. 
not to say our churches and charities/but the 
truth is there, none the less, under the cruelties 
of" war 'aiTd^industrial oppression. 
These are 


tjie. ..passing phases of blir evolution toward high- 
"er 'forms£f.life. They are part and parcel of our 
social progress; consequently, religious. 


One of the most ..fertile of Mr. Lloyd's 


thoughts has to do with'the.growth of conscience 
through the ages. That which .is'unquestioned 
right at one time becomes, unquestioned wrong at 
another. To quote:

There was a time when to spare-,the.conquered by 


enslaving Instead.of slaughtering them was obedience 
to the Golden Rule. That step up was- no sooner 
made than the Golden Rule was revised to; demand 
emancipation. 
That done, the unresting spirit of 


redemption puts, forward their claim to citizenship. 
Citizenship got, the citizen must have the Common- 
wealth. 
Beyond the Commonwelth -lies unending

He analyzes the new conscience of our time, 


..showing its relation to industry, to politics, to ed- 
ucational method's and aims, and'it is only by 
comprehending , .ho\v conscience -grows that we 
can 'believe tliat' the^Sermon" on''tHe'' Mount-- will' 
jyeV beconie tp- ^le p¥ life); tb'e b'reatti .of living; in-- 


the practice and the campaign ch?sts;ofvthe future 
seem likely to be respectably meagre, as they 
ought to be.;; So: the hew; conscience revolts at 
many forrms of graft which formerly went unchal- 
lenged, and the new conscience is protesting loud- 
ly at the presence, of notorious corporation em- 
ployees in the United States "Senate. 
Instances 


could be cited 'alniosUwithout' end in proof of 
w:hat Mr. Lloyd claims for the new conscience in 
.poJitlcs,. industry, and society. 


.The mighty moral; power of conscience is to 


day engaged in an open fight with child labor 
and the sweat-shop, and is even beginning to 
question the wage system and private ownership 
of natural wealth. These things seem startling 
today, but even.so G.arrison's early indictment of 
chattel slavery startled Boston, the same Boston 
which;, a few Vjears later^acrifiecd its best blood 
to free'the stayfs'an'd*'-fearecf Garrison's statue in 
its most fashionable street. 


I wish space were available for an adequate 


statement of Mr. Lloyd's thought, but it is only 
possibie; at this time to sketch it irt broadest: out- 
line. ;If the smallest .part of his sublime religion 
is conveyed to: the reader I shall be glad of hav- 
ing called his' attention to it. Someone has truly 
said that "a kind! of immeasurable elementa' 
hunger comes to a man" out of the reading of J 
great book. 
That has been my experience in 


reading "Man, the Social Creator," and no one 
can escape the experience if he will go into the 
silence and listen to the. pure, sweet voice which 
the lamented Henry D. Lloyd sends down to u 
from the spiritual heights.. Just-one quotation ti 
show how sane and fair—how far from narrow 
ranting fanaticism—this prophet of our rime:

It is a song of re- 
picing for the marvelous progress we have made, 
nd the more marvelous progress we are yet to 
make, in bringing mankind to the loftiest heights 
if achievement. 


What has all this to do v with the future of Ne- 


.'ada? Everything, if its lesson be learned. "Man 
s a creator," says the author, "and in his prov- 
nce is the creator and redeemer of himself arid 
society." The Nevada of the future will be what 
ts men and women shall make it. And if they 
are to make it, they must first obtain the power. 


Jiis-jpower. they will never have until they 


mpke .nominations directly, without the machii^ 
ery.'.of delegates and conventions; nor until they 
niriate laws and "veto laws, over the headte of 
their representatives in the legislature or city 
council; nor until they recall faithless public ser- 
vants without waiting for the expiration of their 
terms of office. These reforms are fundamental 
to progress.if man,, in fhe.,sense of the mass, is 
to be flic creator and redeemer of himself and so- 
ciety, in Nevada. 


Beyond this refonn lie boundless possibilities 


for that sort of social progress which is truly re- 
ligious and expressive of the law of social love. 
Utilities which are used in common should be 
owned in common, as much as the public street 
or county highway. Organized 
friendliness 


should take the place of unorganized hostijity in 
business life. The deserts which are to be re- 
deemed by irrigation should become the scene of 
hotablerachievenients by associated jnaii.

Proposed Law 
A 


-T the close'ot the great debate in the'Senate 


on the subject of railroad^^ regulation, Sen-| 


ator Newlancls delivered a brief but extremely 
comprehensive speech in which he outlined what 
are unquestionably the broadest views on the 
subject ever uttered in the Senate of the United 


States. 


The speech, which should be carefully read by 


every citizen of Nevada, is reproduced in full. 
Mr. Newlancls said: 


Mr. President: I regard this bill as an im- 


provement upon existing legislation, but, as I 
expressed myself when the bill was reported from 
the Interstate Commerce Committee, I also re- 
gard it as incomplete and fragmentary in charac- 
ted. 
I agree with the Senators from Wisconsin 


and Texas that this bill should have provided for 
a valuation of the railroads, and 1 also think that 
we should have prescribed the return which com- 
mon carriers should receive upon such valuation. 
If we had done that we would have fixed the 
standard which would have guided the Interstate 
Commerce Commission in the determination of 
rates and done away with the objection urged 
against this bill that it delegates legislative power 
and discretion to an administrative tribunal. 


I think also that it would have been wise to 


provide in this act for the incorporation under 
national law of railroads engaged in interstate 
commerce. 
The great railroad systems of the 


country, though organized under State 
laws 


are really national in character. The National j 
Government is now controlling these great sys- 
tems operating under State charters, which they 
have outgrown, and the nation alone is capable of 
dealing with them and controlling them in a com- 
prehensive way.. 


We have prevented these State corporations 


engaged- in interstate commerce from- issuing 
free passes. 
We have legislated regarding the 


bookkeeping of these corporations, and have pre- i 
scribed the manner in which they shall keep their 
books. We have provided for safety appliances 
for these State corporations, and we are about 
to fix the liability of these State corporations as 
employers. All these things and many others we 
have done in the line of regulation and .control 
of State corporations, and yet we have hesitated 
to create the artificial beings that are to engage in 
interstate commerce. 


Mr. President,'I am confident that such legis- 


lation will .some time come, and I believe it will 
come speedily. 
The Committee on Interstate 


Commerce, has already authorized me to report to 
the Senate a bill providing for a commission to 
ir.q'uir'6 into '.'his matter, and I trust that it will!

I hope to see the-.time,. Mr. President, when 


the 'transportation of, the country,,w,ill,be .unified 
and simplified under national law, when we shall 
have a rational rule providing for the taxing of 
all these corporations, one which will leave noth- 
ing to the judgment or discretion of the taxing 
officials. 
1 trust we shall have a national incor- 


poration act which will provide for the valuation 
of these roads and for a fair return upon that val- 
uation. I hope that the time will come when tax- 
ation, valuation and return will be so mathemati- 
cally adjusted under fair rules prescribed by 
Congress that corporations will not be compelled 
to stay in politics m-order tp save their property 
.from what they regard as the crushing, power of 
taxation and regulation, the upper and the nether 
millstones betwani which they fear that railroad 
property may be ground-to destruction. 


1 hope to see seven or eight great railway sys- 


tems in this country nationalized, justasour banks 


tion .that r.wi|l,;embrace t-he.-.,^ew,;yprk;>;&ntra 
.system, the Great Northern" Railway, and thq 
-ifprtheifn.Pacific, stretching from ocean to pcean!

Interstate and foreign commerce, 
scientifi- 


cally, conducted, require the unification and the 
simplification of pyr railroad systems under na- 
tional laws and the highest development of the 
waterways under national control. Germany has 
thus made transportation a science and an aid to 
her production anil external 
commerced. Her 


railroad transportation, her river and canal trans- 
portation, and her steamship transportation all 
dovetail into each other as parts of a great 'ma- 
chine intended for the promotion of her'com- 
merce. 
Our rtnirvelous development has been 


accidental rather than scientific, A marvelous de- 
velopment has been accomplished, notwithstand- 
ing inadequate legislation. With comprehensive 
legislation we can bind together the transporta- 
tion of the Lakes, the canals, the rivers, the sea, 
and the railroads in such a way as to constitute 
a perfect machinery in aid of production and 
commerce. 


This can be accomplished only by the Nation- 


al Government, under its powers relating to in- 
terstate and foreign commerce. Under a nation- 
al incorporation act, providing for the construc- 
tion of new lines and the consolidation pf exist- 
ing lines, as well as for the ownership of steam- 
ship lines, prescribing a just rule for taxation of 
railroad property by the States^a*'in th,C case 
of our national banks, guarding against Overcap- 
italization by requiring the approval of the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission of all bonds and 
stock issues, fixing a fair return upon capital, pre- 
venting rebates and discriminations, and provid- 
ing an insurance and a pension fund for em- 
ployees, and for conciliation of disputes between 
the corporations and their employees, we will 
gradually work out a scientific system of trans- 
portation wluch will bring not only the highest 
d«rve!oprrient of our commtrce but 
peace. 
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
